Historical Background, 
charged Paul's accusers to 
against him before Felix, 
five days the high priest 
with a deputation from the 
arrived in Caesarea. Paul 
moned for trial. Tertullus, the ad¬ 
vocate whom the Jews had engaged, 
presented their case against him. 
After fulsome words of flattery for'

pestilential fellow” of three things: 
Inerting disturbances among the Jews 
throughout the Roman Empire—an of¬ 
fense against the Roman law; being 
the leader of the sect of the Nazar- 
enes—an offeDre agilnst the law of 
Moses; Rnd defiling the femple—an 
offense against both the law of Moses ] 
and the Roman law, since the latter 
protected the Jews in their worship.!

Crew of Four Officers and Sixty-four 
Men of Other Ranks Lose Live* 

' London.—Tile admiralty announces 
fhat the submarine monitor M-l has 
not been seen since she dived fifteen 
miles south of Start Point, in the Ork¬ 
ney Islands.

Doctor at Johns Hopkins College Tells 
How Injections Purify Blood 

Modern surgeons have partially re¬ 
verted to a practice of the Dark Ages, 
when blood letting and leeches were 
considered the most efficacious ot 
remedies. 

The medical wizards of those ages 
believed theNblood stream carried all 
diseases. When a man in those days 
had a fever, a cold, or affliction ot 
any sort, a “chirurgeon” was called in 
and hts patient was at once bled. 

Put, although modern science bas 
returned in part to this practice it is 
teaching also that the blood stream 
can be purified with powerful injec¬ 
tions—known as digertaicides. 

AH this was brought out by Dr. 
Hugh M. Youngr of Johns Hopkins 
Metlical College, in explaining the 
work undertaken by the American 
College of Surgeons in the formation 
of a committee on antiseptics, of which 
Dr: „Young is chairman, to gather ma¬ 
terial for a vast symposium on modern 
antiseptic surgery.
